ASHINGTON, September 8.— 

The possibility of a deadlock in 
the Electoral College has added a 
pleasant element of surprise to the elec- 
tions this year, because the voter, when 
he casts his ballot, won't have the faint- 
est idea for whom he is voting. A vote 
for Coolidge may be the very one to 
elect Bryan; and a heavy showing for 
La Follette may sweep anybody, from 
J. P. Morgan to Mr. Hearst, into the 
White House. It is, I confess, a little 
confusing—the sort of election that 
Alice might have found in Wonder- 
land. 


So many letters 

have come to me, ranging 
all the way from inquiries 
whether the Electoral Col- 
lege would be a good place 
to send a boy with a taste 
for mechanical engineer 
ing to queries as to what 
effect a deadlock would 
have on Debs’s chances, 
that I feel it my duty to 
the Nation to make the 
situation, once and for all, 
perfectly plain. 


In 1801

to be compatible with the usual Con- 
gressional routine, and accordingly the 
Twelfth Amendment was adopted. 


The procedure 
now is merely this: upon a deadlock the 
election is thrown into the House, 
which for the sake of variety votes not 
individually, but by states—one vote to 
a state. 

If a state has three representatives, 
each of whom wishes to vote for a dii- 
ferent candidate, there are two alterna- 
tives: lock the three representatives 
into one of the committee rooms and 
let the survivor cast the vote for the 
state; or else throw the election back 
to the Electoral College and let them 
worry. (I do not they 
should speak of “throwing” 
élections around, like a medicine ball; 
perhaps it suggests that the body which 
has most recently been deadlocked is 
get the election off its 
hands as quickly as possible.) 

If I have now reached the point I 
think I have, we are ready to consider 
the next step, when the House, failing 
to obtain a majority, throws the elec- 
tion to the Senate.

That's no harm 
if his sentiments are not taken too 
seriously and do not become too preva- 
lent, but the people who think the reign 
of force has had its day can make a 
better argument than could have been 
offered before the late war. 

Still more disquieting is Admiral 
Rodgers’ sense of the necessity of tak- 
ing thought that Great Britain does 
not become too strong for us on the 
seas, to the detriment of our commerce. 
He is somewhat discouraged at the 
Limitation of Armaments Treaty and 
prepared to be still more so about the 
League of Nations. 

There used to be dinosaurs in AI- 
berta, but there aren’t any now. Times 
do change and even admirals cannot 
help it. But it is quite true that until 
the world is appreciably more millen- 
nial than it is yet, we should maintain 
a first-class navy, as strong as that of 
Great Britain, as agreed in the Arma- 
ments Treaty.

“Plumes” 
may be the story of a young married pair's attempt to cover 
the scars of war, a story of a certain stratum in Washing- 
ton at the time of the change from a Democratic to a Re- 
publican administration, but it is over and above every- 
thing the story of a man who lost his leg. The reader is 
never allowed to forget that for an instant. So poignantly 
does Mr. Stallings describe his hero’s sufferings that the 
reader almost feels the pain when Richard takes off his 
brace. The genealogy of the Plume family, which makes 
up the first part of the book, is excellently done, and one 
part of it brought tears to these old eyes.

But, as is so often the case, what one 
has a right to expect is not at all what 
one ultimately gets.

which would then appoint an investi- 
gating committee to look into the mat- 
ter. A well-trained committee could 
very readily prove that all three candi- 
dates had been guilty of wilfully de 
laying the orderly procedure of govern- 
ment, which would leave the way open 
to throw the election to the Supreme 
Court. 


The only trouble 

with this is that by the time the Su- 
preme Court had reached a decision, 
Mr. La Follette would very likely have 
got through his amendment making all 
Supreme Court decisions subject to re- 
vision by Congress. And that, of 
course, would leave things where they 
started.
